C.R.S. HOOKUP PLANNED 

A pre-Kentucky Derby program 
will be broadcast over the coast-to- 
coast network of the Columbia 
Broadcasting system from the Uni- 
versity extension studios of WHAS 
ti "in 12:45 until 1 15 p. m. Mon- 
day. The Blue and White orches- 
tra will be the musical feature of 
the program. 

The program will consist of inter- 
views with prominent Blue Grass 
thoroughbred breeders which will 
be conducted by J. A. Estes, asso- 
ciate editor of "The Blood Horse," 
a breeders publication. The pro- 
gram was arranged by Elmer 8ul- 
zer. 

Among the persons to be inter- 
viewed will be Miss Elizabeth Daln- 
gerfleld, prominent in the thor- 
oughbred raising Industry; Col. 
Phil T. Chinn, well-known horse- 
man; and Hal Price Headley, mas- 
ter of the Beaumont Farm and 
owner of the filly. "Technique," a 
derby eligible. It is between the 
interviews that the popular campus 
rchestra will perform. 

Many subjects of Interest to the 
thoroughbred breder will be dis- 
cussed, and among them will be 
such subjects as how to get a horse 
ready for the derby, how to tell a 
good horse, and some outstanding 
facts concerning the breeding in- 
dustry in the Kentucky Blue Orass.

Awarded $500 Prize 



All of the Instructors and officers 
of the R. O. T. C. at the University 
are subject to call to duty with the 
reforestation corps. Major B E. 
Brewer, commandant of the Uni- 
versity unit said after having re- 
ceived word to that effect from 
the War department yesterday. 

Major Brewer received a tele- 
gram from the War department 
advising him that all regular army 
men here should be in readiness to 
go at any time. "We are practical- 
ly certain to lose at least half of 
our men and may lose them all." 
said Major Brewer. The time when 
the men will be transferred has not 
been set. and Major Brewer ex- 
pressed hope that the R. O. T. C. 
instructors will not be transferred 
until the end of the present semes- 
ter. 

The continuation of the R O. T. 
C. training at the University for 
the rest of the semester depends 
upon when and how many of the 
instructors will be transferred, ac- 
cording to Major Brewer. 

Graduates of the R. O. T. C unit 
this year who receive their com- 
missions as second lieutenant in the 
O. R. C. will be given a chance to 
enlist for a period of two months 
or more In the reforestation corps 
after graduation. A total of 140 
officers will be needed in the Fifth 
Corps Area to command the first 
assignment of recruits to the re- 
forestation corps at Fort Knox. 

The regular army officers will be 
subject to call first. In this group 
are included the officers stationed 
here at the University, who are: 
Major Brewer. Captains Scheibla 
and Grady; First Lieutenants Rees. 
Criswell and LeStourgeon; Warrant 
Officer Knight; Master Sergeants 
Hanks and Short; and Sergeants 
Kinker and Perkins.

Mr. Richmond defended the 
public school system In his address 
declaring that no other organized 
agency of society had been subject- 
ed to greater attack than our pub- 
lic schools, despite the fact that 
they have given a better account 
of their stewardship than any other 
branch of the government. He fur- 
ther stated that these attacks upon 
the schools should occasion no sur- 
prise for the paradox is well estab- 
lished that when society "gets down 
on its luck" it usually resorts to the 
destructive practice of picking to 
pieces and ungenerously penalizing 
those social divisions that are most 
necessary to the maintalnence of 
a well ordered society. 

"There must not be a moratorium 
in education in Kentucky." declar- 
ed Mr. Richmond. "Today s chil- 
dren must be educated today. 
Some government enterprises, wor- 
thy as they may be. can postpone 
thoir programs until tomorrow — 
but not. so with the public schools."

He 
also presented Prof. D. Y. Dunn, 
superintendent of Fayett? county 
schools and recently elected presi- 
dent of Kentucky Education asso- 
ciation.

The fourteenth annual Kentucky 
Interscholastic track meet will be 
held on Stoll field. May 6. begin- 
ning at 10 a. m. 

flie first interscholastic track in 
the state of Kentucky, was held in 
1914, under the supervision of the 
department of University Exten- 
sion. The meet was held yearly 
until 1925 when it was discontinued 
due to the building operations on 
Stoll field at that time George- 
town then provided for the high 
school meet for the next six years. 

In 1931 the Interscholastic track 
meet was continued under the sup- 
ervision of the Extension and Ath- 
letic departments. That year 29 
high schools were entered In the 
meet The meet was again held in 
1932. which proved to be even more 
successful than ever before. 

The University is preparing for 
the reception of the high school 
athletes on May 6. and expects the 
14th state track and field meet to 
surpnss any previous event. 

As an added feature a dual track 
meet will take place the afternoon 
of May « between the Big Blue 
varsity and Tennessee There will 
be no admission to the meets and 
no fee will be charged the high 
schools, which wish to enter teams. 

Several awards will be given to 
the winners in the scholastic meet 
A set of five medals will be awarded 
for each event except the two re- 
lays. The set consists of a gold, 
silver, and three bronze medals. 
Cups will be given to the winner 
of the mile and half-mile relays 
Individuals of the winning teams 
will receive gold medals. A cup 
will be given to the individual high 
point scorer, and a plaque will be 
awarded immediately after each 
event.

Dean F Paul Anderson will rep- 
resent the University of Kentucky 
at a regional conference of the Na- 
tional Research council. Division of 
Engineering and Industrial Re- 
search, to be held Saturday morn- 
ing. April 29. in the Administra- 
tion building of the Century of 
Progress Exposition. Chicago, for 
the purpose of formulating a pro- 
gram for carrying on industrial re- 
search in those schools of engineer- 
ing affording men and facilities for 
engineering research. 

Recognizing the importance of 
cooperation in research and the 
manifestation of mutual Interest, 
the Division of Engineering and In- 
dustrial Research has organized a 
Committee on Bridging the Gap 
Between University and Industry 
This Committee proposes to make a 
survey of engineering college re- 
search facilities and capacities. 

The proposed survey is part of a 
primary investigation of the rela- 
tions which may be established for 
the best material interests ol col- 
legiate and industrial research.
